$21.5 million in industrial revenue 
bonds for the expansion and improve- 
ment of Gateway.

“We feel strongly that this develop- 
ment will be an economic catalyst 


opportunities as well as encourage 
additional private investment in the 
area,” said Alan Ortbals, exécutive 
director of SWIDA. 

At its Dec. 21 meeting, SWIDA 
members were given a presentation 
by Christopher Pook, president of 
ASTS, a subsidiary of Grand Prix

November 1994 that firm p purchased 
the raceway and announced plans for 
a major expansion.

mously to support the plans and 
adopted a preliminary inducement 
resolution to issue the industrial 
development revenue bonds. The 
board also voted unanimously to seek 
approval from Gov. Jim Edgar for a

Ortbals and SWIDA are assisting 
the city of Madison in developing a 
tax increment financing district for 
the area. 


In a TIF district, the amount of tax 
revenue received hy taxing bodies. is 
frozen. As improvements are made, 
the value of the property and the tax 
revenue it generates increases. 

Over the district’s 23-year life, 
approximately $20 million in tax reve- 
nue would be spent to develop the 
area. 

The first phase of the plan would 
be the construction of a new 4,000-foot 
drag strip. The second phase would 
be a 1.25-mile oval track. Included in

Law toughens rail 
crossing penalties 


SPRINGFIELD — In a drive to increase 
road safety, motorists are affected by sever- 
al new laws that began Jan. 1. 

Drivers who go ‘around railroad crossing 
gates, fail to stop for school buses, park ille- 
gally in handicapped spaces or drink and 

rive face stiffer penalties. 

A mandatory fine of $500 or 50 hours of 
community service will be imposed against 
any motorist or pedestrian ticketed for vio- 
lating a railroad crossing warning device, 
under one of several new laws. 

Previously, fines for the offense started as 
low as $75 — even though the majority of the 
46 fatalities recorded -at Illinois railway 
crossings in 1994 took place at intersections 
marked with gates, flashing lights or other 
active warning signals. © ~ ¢

Teen-ager gets six years

A Granite City teen-ager convicted earlier 
this year of battering three police officers and 
tearing up.a squad car in June of 1994 was 
sentenced Wednésday to six years in-prison 

Larry E. Severs Jr., now 19, was sentenced 
by Associate Judge J. Lawrence Keshner 
Wednesday to three concurrent four-year 
prison terms in connection with aggravated 
battery charges and a consecutive two-year 
sentence for the criminal-damage to property 
conviction - 

Severs and several family members and 
friends cried during most of-the testimony at 
the emotion-charged sentencing hearing. 
Severs’ mother, overcome with emotion during 
the hearing, had to be removed from the 
courtroom before sentence was passed. 

A Madison County jury convicted Severs on 
three aggravated battery counts July 25 after

The jury acquitted Severs of a charge of: 
aggravated assault, finding insufficient 
evidence to prove a prosecution claim that 
Severs pointed a gun at a police officer. 

While Rybak asked for a sentence of 13 years 
in prison, defense attorney Samantha Kerths 
urged a sentence of probation for Severs, who 
had no prior or subsequent criminal record 

“TI really didn’t mean for this to happen,” 
Severs told Keshner before sentence was 
passed. “I was just in the wrong place at the 
wrong. time.... I’m just so sorry.’” 

Keshner called the case ‘‘a classic case of

A Madison man and Venice woman 
wanted on suppressed multi-count federal 
indictments were arrested Sunday eve- 
ning, and could face additional federal 
drug and weapons charges. 

Janson A. Jones, 23, of the 1900 block of 
Fifth Street in Madison, and Yolanda Y. 
Nunley, 29, of the 500_block of Filmore 
Avenue in Venice, were arrested after 
‘being spotted by Madison~police officers 
late Sunday evening. 

Both are now in federal custody. 

Officials with the Drug Enforcement 
Administration in St. Louis said the 


indictments were a result of an investiga- 
tion by federal and state police began in 
June 1994. 

Special Agent Shirley Armstead said the 
indictments have been unsealed, but spe- 
cific information on the es was not 
available from the U-S.Circuit Clerk’s 
office in East St. Louis Wednesday. 

According to Madison police department 
records, Jones was charged with conspir- 


acy to distribute and possession with” 


intent to distribute cocaine base, and Nun- 
ley is charged with illegal ion of a 
controlled substance. Both have extensive 
criminal records.

The officers followed the car until they 
were able to identify Jones as the driver, 
and then si and arrested the two. 

The couple’s 12-year-old son was with 
them and was also taken into custody.

SPRINGFTE] — Bad 
weather conditi have 
delayed implementation of a 
system to help the Illinois 
Department of Transportation 
respond better to bad weather. 

IDOT District 8 operations 
engineer Joe Crowe said the 
Road Weather Information 
System would have helped 
IDOT in responding to 
‘Tuesday’s snow storm if it had 
been in operation. 

“‘We would have been able to > 
monitor pavement 
temperatures on bridges and 
approaches, wind speed and 
other useful information on an 
immediate, updated basis,”’ he 
said. 

Remote processing units that 
function as miniature 
computerized weather stations 
are being installed at various 
locations in District 8. The 
only fully installed system is 
at the Joe Page Bridge in 
Hardin and it has not been 
activated, Crowe said 

Weather hasn’t cooperated 
with the contractor’s plans to 
have most of the work 
completed by the end of 
December, including a unit at 
the Clark Bridge in Alton, 
Crowe said. 

Dry conditions and 
temperatures above 45 degrees 
are required for the glue used 
in sealing the monitoring 

i nt to the pavement, he 
d. The contractor has 
until June to install the system 
but had agreed to try to get it 
ready for use this winter

Courts called insensitive 


SPRINGFIELD — Two women who 
said they were sexually abused as 
children and a father who said his 
2-year-old son was abused at a day 
care center say the court system would 
not help them 

The three were among panelists 
appearing at the first hearing of 
Attorney General Jim Ryan's task 
force on violence against children. The 
group plans to make recommendations 
for legislation by next spring. 

Most of those testifying at the 
hearing last month focused on sexual 
assaults against minors and called for 
more uniform standards and more 
sensitivity by the courts in assisting 
victims of such crimes. 

“Some state’s attorneys don’t care, 
and they'd rather try a murder than a 
Sexual abuse case,’’ said Rebecca 
Ritchey of Fairview Heights, who said 
@ prosecutor required her to take a 
polygraph test after she was assaulted 
in the sixth grade. She also said her 
attacker was released on bond despite 
Convictions for sexually abusing 
children. 

Melissa Hawker of Shelbyville said 
the court system had failed her, both 
as a child victim of.sexual_abuse and 
an adult victim of domestic abuse 
during her marriage. ‘‘I am very 
angry at a court system that failed to 
protect me,” she said

against children. 

U.S. Marine Corps Sgt. Bill Atwater 
testified that, despite his 2-year-old 
son’s behavior and accounts and what 
he called overwhelming evidence from 
doctors, prosecutors in Knox County 
refused to file charges against a day 
care operator who sexually abused the 
child 

Several witnesses called for 
legislation to require more uniform 
standards for investigating and 
prosecuting sexual assaults against 
children. Some suggested the Illinois 
State Police and Attorney General’s 
Office be allowed to intervene if local 
authorities fail to act 

Witnesses also urged the task force 
to propose a change in the law to 
require mandatory investigation of 
possible child abuse whenever police 
receive a domestic violence call. They 
said spouse abuse is often linked to 
child abuse. 

The directors of child advocacy 
centers in Bloomington and Peoria said 
a team approach involving social 
agencies, police, prosecutors and the 
courts had helped their communities 
better respond to child abuse.

The Illinois Secretary of State has one that can’t be beat 
— become an organ donor and take a few simple steps to 
make sure that your wishes are carried out. 

If you’re a licensed Illinois driver, as the vast majority 
of adults are, you need-only turn over your license to find 
a form that you and. witnesses can sign’ to authorize 
transplantation of your organs in the event of your death. 

A publicity campaign last year substantially boosted 
the number of Illinoisans who signed the form, in fact, 
setting a national record for the state in improving 
participation in transplant programs. 

Since that time, however, experience has proven that 
even while many people believed enough in the program 
to sign the form, they neglected to make sure-their 
relatives.— the people who have the final say in the 
matter — were aware of their wishes. 

As a result, many people who died unexpectedly were 
denied their wish to make a life-giving donation to others. 

This year, in addition to again urging motorists to sign 
the organ donation form on their licenses, state officials 
are also reminding potential donors to make-sure that 
their likely survivors — spouses, parents, children or 
other next of kin — know th@ir desires.

Attorney General Jim Ryan’s task force on violence 
against children is a timely and necessary approach to 
developing good sound legislation to guide the treatment 
of the vicious crime’s innocent victims and the prosecu- 
tion of- sexual offenders and abusers who prey on chil- 
dren. ; 

The physical and sexual abuse of children is perhaps the 
most distasteful crime trend with which we as a society 
must deal. But the problem is becoming further com- 
pounded by acrimonious debates between ld welfare 
advocates who clamor that child victims are“igo often 
ignored and legalists who complain, sometimes rrect-. 
ly, that overzealous prosecution and questionable thera- 
peutic techniques are trampling on civil rights and’even 
creating witch hunts based on false charges. 

In its first hearing, Ryan’s task force heard from a 
variety: of people, including ‘adults who -were- abuse 
victims as children or whose own children were victims; 
law enforcement officials; social service professionals; 
and others. . : 

Task force members were challenged with a wide range 
of concerns, ffom the pain of abuse survivors who think 
the system’s indifference compounded their suffering; to 
a psychologist’s ominous prediction that abusers can 
never be cured and will remain society’s obligation for 
their lifetime; to suggestions-that. state prosecutors be 
authorized-to intervene in cases in which local prosecu- 
tors are slow to act. s ‘ 3 

The task force will hold more hearings this year_as it 
prepares recommendations for legislation. to better pro- 
tect. children from violence. 

No doubt the vast majority of us would come down hard 
on the side of stern and swift prosecution and punishment 

of people who abuse children. But decisions about the law 


must be*made coolly and rationally and with an eye 
toward immunity from legal challenge. z c 
We hope the task force members will come up with 
proposals that satisfy not only our very human outrage 
over the problem of child abuse but our very practical

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THE LAW AND YOU

Many people assume if a physician or 
hospital commits malpractice that this 
necessarily means that the injured party 
has a-medical malpractice claim worth 
pursuing. Such is not the case. The victim 
will have to demonstrate that the malprac; 
tice was the “proximate cause” of the in 
jury and that the injury was of sufficient 
magnitude to make the case worth pursu- 
ing. Two recent examples will illustrate 
the problems with such cases. —p 

In one recent case, a middle-aged man 
went to a local hospital experiencing 
chest pains. The emergency room physi- 
cian ran no tests and told the patient that 
he had arthritis in the chest. After he was 
released, the patient's condition worsen- 
ed, and eight hours later he wound up 
back in the same emergency room. It was 
ultimately determined that. the patient 
was having a heart attack. This is a case 
where there was an obvious failure to 
diagnose, but no doctor was ever willing 
to state that the eight hour delay ‘in 
diagnosing. the heart attack resulted in 
more damage to the heart. than-would 
have othenwise been sustained: 





woman went to a local physician com- 
pleining. of a. chronic problem with her 
throat. The physician ‘treated pe problem 
as if it were a throat jnfection, and several 
rounds of antibiotics were prescribed 
Eventually the vicitim began coughing up 
blood, and the physician still prescribed 
antibiotics. Several months later, an ear 
nose and throat specialist diagnosed the 
prablem as cancer. The patient eventually 
died. Whereas there was once again a 
failure to diagnose, when the case was 
evaluated by a physician at a major St. 
Louis hospital, it was his opinion that he 
patient would’ have died anyway even if 
early diagnosis had been made. He based 
his opinion on the type of cancer involved: 

The malpractice victim witl need to 
show that the physician's or hospital's 
negligence was that which produced the 
injury (the proximate cause of the injury). 
Furthermore, because of the time and ex- 
pense involved in bringing such a claim, 
many attorneys specializing in this type of 
case will not bring such an action unless 
the resulting damages are several hun- 
dred thousand dollars— It is ‘obvious from 
these examples that-a person can be the

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1995 was year of change for nation, area 


Closings, non-closings 
were highlights of year here

The year 1995 was a year of change 
for the Tri-Cities area, just as it was 
for the rest of the nation. 

The murder trial — and subsequent 
acquittal — of professional football 
and movie star O.J. Simpson 
captured the attention of most of the 
country. U.S. Rep. Newt Gingrich’s 
Republican-led Congress promised 
dramatic changes in the way our 
government does business. And — in 
the same year we celebrated the 50th 
anniversary of the end of World War 
II — the country’s service personnel 
were once again called upon to 
protect our interests in other Felons 
of the world when President Bill 
Clinton sent peacekeeping forces to 
Bosnia. 

Locally, the Granite City area saw 
the Glosure of two important 
government service offices — the 
Tllin Attorney General’s office and 
the state Department of Employment 
Security. Yet another vital 
government-run facility — the 
Charles Melvin Price U Army 
Support Center — was 
only when the Base Realignment and 
Closure Commission removed it from 
the military's list of bases slated for 
mothballs 

On the national scene, the.new year 
saw a new Republican-dominated 
Congress .with change on its agenda 
Cuts in entitlement programs 
especially Medicaid, public aid and 
commodity distribution programs — 
were on the front burner of the first 
100 days of Congress 

Locally, those cuts — still being 
ashington have had a 
major impact on residents of the 
area as well as hospitals and’ other 
service agencies 

And while the cleanup efforts from 
the Flood of 1993 were still under 
way, the area saw a second 
“100-year’’ flood this ‘ing, causing 
destruction of property an 
ation_in_the lives of its victims. 
was a year of change. Here, 
we present a recap: of some of the 
year’s top stories from the front 
pages of the Granite City 
Press-Record and the 
Journal. 
wRANITE CITY ST It was 
fiJled with both turmoil and 
promisé for the area’s largest 
employer, Granite City Steel. When 
1995 was just beginning, the future of 
the local steelmaking facility was far 
from promising as National Steel, the 
parent company of Granite City Steel, 
cut hundreds of. management jobs in 
a major move to downsize personnel 
costs and increase profits. Locally, 
about 100 middle-level managers 
were let go by the company. 

But the news was. not all bad 
Granite City was finally a winner 
when National Steel executives chose 
the local facility as the site of a new 
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Granite City Police Detective Mike Margic:lo 


state-of-the-art precessing facility, 
creating scores of jobs and 
preserving hundreds more. 
Thousands:of area residents lined up _ 
to apply for jobs at the new facility>~ 
State, county and Granite City 
officials promised tax abatements 
and other incentives to make the 
project a reality. 

Construction on the new ‘Triple G”’ 
coating line is nearly complete as the 
company begins test runs on the $67 
million facility: 

PRICE CENTER — On June 23, 
the Base Realignment and Closure 
Commission voted to take the Charles 
Melvin Price U.S. Army Support 
Center off its base closure list. 

The commission rejected a 
Pentagon recommendation to close 
all of the center except for a small 
reserve enclave. 

The Leadership Council of 
Southwestern Illinois had 
spearheaded efforts to retain both the 
Price Center and Scott Air Force 
Base, which was not considered for 
closure. 





U.S. Reps. Jerry 
Costello and Dick 
Durbin, along with 
retired Maj. Gen. 
Jack Griffith, head 
of the dership 
Council’s Task Force 
to save the Price 
Center, argued 
successfully that the 
U.S.-Army had 

Costello * overestimated the 
cost savings and underestimated the 
expenses associated with closing the 
base. 

The Pentagon had estimated that 
the one-time cost to implement the 
closure of Price at $4 million, and an 
annual savings of $9 million 

Local officials said the relatively 
new housing at Price and services 
such-as-a-criminal-investigative-unit 
and a recruiting company are. vital to 
the military’s function. 

They also argued that the Army 
had tied the fate of the Price Center 
too closely to the Aviation and Troop 
Command in St. Louis, whicttWas 
recommended for relocation. 

Griffith said only about 17 percent 
of the housing at Price, four percent 
of the transportation services and 21 
percent of the administrative space 
and less than one percent of the 
enclosed storage space at Price 
served ATCOM. 

He argued for expanded services at 
the Price Center and said several 
Department of Deferise agencies have. 
expressed interest in relocating to 
Price. 

Since being taken off the BRAC 
closure list, officials have been tryin 
to bring a U.S. Army National Guar:

If succéssful, that could mean from

RACEWAY AND MADISON TIF — 
The new owners of Gateway 
International Raceway are planning a 
$15-20 million expansion that would 
make the facility attractive to major 
racing events. 

That development would mean an 
increase of almost $2 million in taxes 
for local governments. 


To help the company, the city of 
Madison is in the process of forming 
a tax increment financing district 
that would include the raceway and 
nearby truck stop. 

In a TIF district, the amount of tax 
revenue received by taxing bodies is 
frozen. As improvements are made, 
the value of the property and the tax 
revenue it generates increases. 

However, that increased tax 
revenue goes into a special fund that 
can only be used to make 
improvements in the district. 

In November 1994, the Grand Prix 
Association of Long Beach Inc. 
purchased the raceway and 
immediately began plans for 
improvements. 

In May, Korte Construction Co. of 
St. Louis was awarded the overall 
construction management contract 
for the facility, located on Illinois 203 
in Madison. 

The first phase of the plan would 
include a new 4,000-foot drag strip. 
The second phase would be a 
1.25-mile oval track. Included in those 
plans would be 35,000 permanent 
seats. ° 

When completed, the raceway

CRIME — Once again, crime made 
headlines in 1995, when a Venice police 
officer was sentenced to prison for rape; 
two of three men were sentenced to death 
in connection with the multiple 
i yle murder of five in Eagle 
police admitted that gangs 
were making inroads in the city; and a 
judge shut down a downtown Granite City 
motel that prosécutors called a den of 
drugs and prostitution.

Also in March, Sherrell Towns, 22, of 
Washington Park, was sentenced to die by 
lethal injection for the November 1994 
murders. of five men in Eagle Park. 
Co-defendant Remon Casa Williams, 23, of 
Washington Park was also given a death 
sentence in November. 

A third defendant, Michael Coleman, 23, 
of Venice, was sentenced to’ life in prison 
with no chance for parole. 

In November, Granite City Police 
Detective Rich Werths told a group of 
educators at Granite City High School 
that gangs — not just ‘‘wanna-bees”’ — 
have invaded Granite City and are 4 
utilizing schools to recruit members. 

We , a juvenile officer, said it is not 
too late to prevent gangs from getting a 
foothold in the community. He said a 
small group calling itself ‘Gangster 
Disciples’” and a larger group of white 
Supremacists have been steadily ig 
numbers in the city and that most of the 
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motel, was shut down for three months 
this summer under drug and lewdness 
laws. 

Madison County State’s Attorney 
William Haine sought closure of the motel 
at 1200 19th St. after police cited 57 
documented incidents of drug trafficking 
and prostitution at or around the motel.

CONTAMINATION — This continued to 
be a major issue in Granite City in 1995. 
While the city and the U.S. 

Environmental Protection Agency 
continued to battle in federal court over a 
proposed cleanup of lead residue from a 
now-defunct smelter, city leaders were 
perplexed by the reappearance of gasoline 
contamination at the main fire station 

While four underground gasoline 
storage tanks were removed from the 
property three years ago and the cleanup 
was apparently 90 percent complete, 
contamination inexplicably re-appeared at 
the site — after the city had already sunk 
more than $500,000 into the cleanup 
project. 

Adding to the city's woes was a debate * 
in the state legislature over funding of 
such cleanups. The Leaking Underground 
Storage Tank (LUST) fund, administered 
by the IEPA, went broke during the year.. 

With a $1 million limit on 
reimbursements for gasoline cleanups, the 


_ city may start its project again at square 


orfe in 1996. 

HEAT WAVE — Temperatures that 
reached into the lower hundreds caused 
several deaths in Madison County in July 
and August and sent a number of people 
to the emergency room at St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center. 

Area residents spent much of the 
summer under heat advisory’s issued by 
the National Weather Service, and three 
people — two from. Venice — died of 





heat-related causes from rhid-July to late 


August. At the hospital, 18 people were 
treated for heat stroke or heat exhaustion 
in a one-week period, nine of those over a 
weekend. 

PARTNEY — For the first time in 
more than a decade, former alderman - 
and mayoral candidate Dan Partney 
dropped out of city*politics in 1995, citing 
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Ward aldermanic seat, withdrew from the 
race in January and was replaced in May 
by Nancy Sanders, who ran without 
opposition. 

FATAL BLAZE — Investigators say a 
House fire in West Granite that took the 
lives of two small children Jan. 5 was 
probably started by a child playing with 
matches or a lighter.* 

The fire at 2215 Bryan.Ave. took the 
lives of Christopher Hahne, 4, and his 
8-month-old sister, Shelby. 

The children’s mother, Patricia Cathey; 
brother Dillon, 3; and grandmother Anita 
Hakne managed to escape from the home. 
The children’s father Mark Hahne was at 
work when the fire started around 
midnight. 

VILLAGE GREEN MOBILE HOME 
PARK — What started as a battle 
between Pontoon Beach and the 

* management of the mobile home park 
grew into an investigation of title 
transfers by the Secretary of State Police. 

Three people — park owner Ed Zeman, 
off-site manager Elizabeth Couch, and 
Elaine Holmes, who sold and sublet 
mobile homes at the park — have been 
indicted. Couch pleaded guilty, while 
Holmes’ and Zeman’s trails are expected 
to begin next week. 

Problems started in April when the 
village declined to reissue a business 
license until zoning and building code 
problems at the park were eliminated. 

During public hearings questions about 
title transfers arose. During one meeting 
at the Pontoon Beach Senior Citizens 
Center, lines of residents waited for more 
than an hour to tell their stories to law ‘ 
enforcement officials. 

Because the. village would not grant. 
occupancy permits some residents were 
forced out of their homes, and others 
could not move back in after spring 
floods. y

series of temporary business licenses, until 
most of the building and zoning violations 
had been cleaned up.
